Rejection of the teacher-councils

COMMITTEES FUNCTION. 
The absence of any necessity for 
organization of formal teacher-

Second, he is not a politician, and we in 
this country reserve our highest rewards 
for the politician and his agent. the soldier. 

Third, he is a scientist, which is to say 
be is one who knows things. Most of us 


make the mental effort which it requires. 

Washington was a gigantic figure, but it 
would be a slander upon our race to say 
that bit for him we would not have thrown 
off the British yoke. The @olonies were 
determined to have their freedom and, 
though it might have taken much longer 
and been far more costly for them but for 
‘Washington, nevertheless they would have 
wom it had he never lived. Ireland, right 
at the door of England and aided by no such 
circumstances as favored us. won her free- 
dom without a Washington or a man at all 
comparable with him.

Edison leads in the applica- 
tion of natural forces to the requirements 
of life. 

We are closer to Edison every day and 
every night than to either Washington or 
Lincoln. We simply have not been trained 
to use our field glasses on him as on the 
other two. When we look at a noted polit 
ical figure we turn the magnifying end of 
the glasses toward him, thereby making 
him loom larger than he should across the 
years and amid his deeds. When we look 
at a practical man of our own time, busy 
at his highly valuable work, we turn the 
glasses in the opposite fashion and see him 
as much smaller than he really is. 

It takes very little intelligence to under- 


reason it magnificently filled ite mission 
and is memorized by millions of people— 
even children. When we see a picture of 
Washington on a borse or crossing the Del- 
aware we can grasp the meaning quickly 
and without due effort. We have been 
trained to think im terms of pictures and 
tymbolic phrases.

Reckless, untruthful and ignorant news 
writers have flooded the wires with wild 
pipe dreams—<dreams of a wholly imaginary 
condition of vice and debauchery—dreams 
that made Los Angeles a hell hole of in- 
iquity compared with which Babylon, in 
the days of its degeneracy, was a Methodist 
camp meeting. 

Ahy newspaper editor with ordinary hu- 
man intelligence knows, as a matter of 
course, that no such condifions could pos- 
sibly exist. Lacking such ordinary intel- 
ligence, the slightest investigation would 
have convinced any publisher that such 
stories were impure fiction without the 
slightest basis of fact. 

Any publisher realizes that In printing 
yarns about “a certain motion-picture girl” 
the affront and the reflection are upon all 
motion-picture girle—gullty and innocent 
alike. 

It is a sad commentary upon certain 
phases of modern journalism that the pan- 
derers willing to write these slanders upon 
decent women should have been able to 
find a market for their poisoned wares.

worn-out silk stockings. The fol- 
lowing helpful letter came from a 
reader who is working for war suf- 
ferers: 

1. “If the foot only & worn 
out cut it off, hem the bottom of 
the leg loosely and draw on over 
a cotton stocking well within high 
shoes to camoufiage the plebelan 
cotton stocking and also to give 
extra warmth.~ 

2. “Stocking legs if whole make 
excellent linings for sleeves. 

8. “Pretty bables caps cah be 
made from delicate colored stock- 
ings. The hem at the top of the 
stocking-leg formes the part that. 
is pulled down over baby's head, | 
the foot end of the stocking be- 
ing cut off, and the cut part 
gathered and finished with a tas- 
sel. This end falls over in a long, 
loose point. 

4. “Beautiful babies* shirts can | 
be made from light colored stock- | 
ing legs. I use silk, cotton or wool | 
for refugee babies, making the, 
garments double if thin. Cut open | 
down the back seam and cut out | 
the back from one leg and the 
two fronts from the other, utilizing 
the hem that already exists for the 
bottom of the shirt. The front can

MORE USES FOR OLD SILK STOCKINGS. 


can be resorted to. But one can do 
this: Cut round and round, right 
through the ladders, wind in balls, 
giving a good pull through your 
hands as you wind. The result 
is a sort of silk cord, as the stock- 
ingt rolle up when pulled. This 
cord can be knit or crocheted into 
rugs table covers, making 
really pretty effecta with color 
combinations, particularly Roman 
stripes with black and bright 
colors. I knit scarfs for the ref- 
ugees in this way and there is no 
reason why caps, or even sweaters, 
could not be knit of it. I usually 
cut it about one-half inch wide, but 
it varies with different weights of 
stocking. 

7. “When are perfectly 
hopeless for any of the above uses, 
woolen O6nes being the best of 
course, I cut right down the back 
seam and through the bottom of 
foot, holes, darns, ladders and all, 
and open them out as flat as pos- 
sible. Layer after layer of these, 
criss-cross, pad a coverlet very 
nicely in Meu of cotton batting. 
The outside is made like any quilt, 
tufted with worsted.

OUTGROWN BOARDS MAY (COUNCIL TO 


HELP TRIM 
EXTRA PAY 


Works Board Expects to 
Make Big Saving by Over- 
time Ruling. 


The Finance Committee of the 
City Counctl ts expected te take a 
hand in the Board of Public 
Works's efforts to reduce the over- 
time payments to city employees, 
chiefly the 1600 employees in the 
City engineering department. A 
storm has already been raised by 
the efforts of President Treet and 
Commissioners MeOwuire and De- 
lorey of the board te abolish the 
time-honored practice at the City 
Hall of paying employees their 
regular wages a® well es timte and 
one-half for werk legal holl- 
days. The board bas lop ped 
t overtime 
thet a city employee who works 
on holidays shall receive only time 
and one-half for his services and 
not. as in the past, time and one- 
half plus his regular pay. 

The whole matter is to be placed 
before the Finance Committee of 
the City Councih which is expected 
to call before it City Attorney 
Rtephens to interpret the engineer - 
ing and other departmental salary 
ordipances. . If the City Attorney 
and the Councilmen hold that time 
and one-halg¢ is the legal pay for 
holiday work,‘a tornado of trouble 
and protest is expected to be raised 
among the city employees. 

Under the old interpretation of 
the salary ordinances, a city la- 
borer, for example, received $4 for 
eight hours’ work. His regular 
Saturday afternoon pay would be 
$2. which he would receive if he 
remained at home. If his foreman 
would call him to do emergency 
work Saturday afternoon, the la- 
borer would be allowed overtime 
at the rate of time and one-half, 
amounting te $3, which, with his 
regular pay of $2, would give him 
$5 for his Saturday afterneen serv- 
ices. The Board of Public Works 
has trimmed the pay The 
annual saving to the city. tf the 
City Attorney and the Counci!! sus- 
tain the Board of Public Works's 
interpretation, will amount to 
thousands of dollars.

HALF-WAY COMPROMISE.

Germany 
cannot be held indefinitely to the 
payi of 31,000,000 gold marks 
(ro ly $7,750,000) every ten 
days. Although the problem has 
been referred to the reparations 
commission, it is no secret that the 
members of the commission are 
awaiting guidance from the French 
and British Premiera 

Premier Lioyd George 
pected to insist on Anglo-French 
solidarity regarding the Bolshevists 
if France expects British support 
toward Germany. The Greco-Turk 
alliance probably will be main- 
tained. 


WAR DEBTS UP. 

Although the question of pay- 
ment of the war debtse to the 
United States will not come up ofmi- 
cially, certain quarters here be- 
lieve that the matter may be 
thrust into the Iimelight through 
the outcries in the French press 
on the subject. 

Though it is a fact that Great 
Hritain also is a heavy debtor to 
the United States, and it will be 
inextricably entangled in any 
American campaign for payment, 
it is hinted that Lloyd George will 
counse!,M. Poincare to use his in- 
fuence in obtaininga more milder 
tone in the preas, to adopt a poll- 
cy of watchful waiting and to seek 
to interest the United States in 
France's collecting of moneys ow- 
ing from Germany and Ruessia.
